The former, on near- 
iug the town, sent in a flag of tiuce, de- 
manding its (surrender, which was re- 
fused by De Wet, when Paget, making 
a wide turning movement, succeeded iu 
getting hold of. the enemy's most impor- 
tant position, covering the town.

The following morning the attack was 
continued, and by noon the town was in 
our possession and the enemy in full re- 
treat.

32 men of the Muusters wounded and 
one missiug; Captains MacPherson and 
Weakes and Lieutenant Conway severe- 
ly and Lieutenant Boyd-Iloch'fort, Scot- 
tish rifles,• slightly wounded; seven men 
of the Yorkshires wounded and one kill- 
ed and two wounded of the Imperial 
yeomanry. 


"Paget reports that but for 'the ac- 


curate practice of the Thirty-eighth Roj- 
al artillery and the Fourth City Imperial 
batteries the casualties would hare been 
many more.

A story originating in Boston told of 


the finding by a fisherman of a malodorous 
gelatinous mass in the bay.

Tho mass weighed 100 pounds, but it 


smelled BO bad he threw most of it away. 
A portion weighing six pounds he kept 
arfid took to the village pharmacist. There 
he learned the stuff was ambergris, worth 
$3 un ounce. 


Tho man who wrote tho story figured 


out the fisherman had thrown away $50,- 
OUO, and on this the tale was based and 
given value. Hundreds of papers copied 
the story, because of tho immense amount 
the fisherman was supposed to have lost, 
says Tbe Press and Printer. 


Any one who took the trouUe to figure 


tho value of 100 pounds of ambergris nt S3 
a troy ounco would havo seen tho "for- 
tune" thrown away footed up only $3,600. 
Some one did this finally, and the story 
ceases to travel. 


Occasionally an exchange editor forgets 


what has originated with Ills own paper. 
Thus, a Now York paper that is generally 
looked upon as the one nearest perfection 
in that city printed a good article not long 
ago that wns copied in part by a weekly 
jwiper, and the paper that first had the 
story copied it and gave the weekly credit 
for it. 


Old exchange editors look for certain 


stories periodically. 
Poker, snake and 


ghost stories iic-»er die. A good poker story 
will cojuu out and mul;o tho rounds uf tho 
country ut leust onco in three years. Thoy 
are filed away until they have been almost 
forgot, and then brought out, brushed up 
and put before tho public. 


Most papers aro conscientious in giving 


credit for matter taken from exchanges. 
Sometimes the credit is actually omitted, 
and then there lire papers that deliberately 
orlb mutter. This leads to confusion, both 
of readers nnd exchange editors. 
Once in 


awhile a story is so good the usually con- 
scientious exchange editor "appropriates 
it just this once." 


Frequently a story is reprinted without 


credit by other jmpurs jtnd is flnully credit- 
ed to ono of tjbe publications that hus 
"borrowed" it. nwhcn this happens, a well 
moaning exohuiigo editor may bo led Into 
error in giving credit. Readers arc con- 
fused whon they find tho ennio urticlo 
printed in two papers in one city tho sauio 
day, 
one of the pnpcrx presenting it ns 


original and *ho other crediting it to tin 
exchange. 


Publication of anarticlo does not always 


end interest In it in tho ofllco in which it 
originates. When Tho Post printed un 
article two years ago about tho market for 
old bottles in Plttsburg and tho fortunes 
somo pwhons were making out of it, it 
was not supposed any thing moro would bo 
heard of it. 


But people in tho territory in which tho 


paper circulates sent in scores of letters 
asking for further particulars They \\ isfc- 
od to share in tho rewards of the old bottlo 
industry. Tho article was copied by mws- 
papcrB throughout tho country, und e\«ry 
week for u year thereafter The Pott receiv- 
ed inquiries from men who "know wliero 
thoro wore somo old bottles." Some of 
these iettors came from cities und towns 
1,600 
miles distant. 


One of tho best mugazluen in this coun- 


try, ono that continues to bo sold for lit) 
cents a copy, regularly prints storiob that 
havo been "moss grown" for jeura They 
nro good things, abort and sharp, in anec- 
dote form, and thoy ni-o copied by tho 
newspapers now ns If they hud not been 
printed originally in newspapers years ago. 
Tho muguzino is given credit for them 
now, 


Tho exchange editor doesn't expect to 


go through life without making juistakos, 
and ho w ill admit printing old stories un 
wittingly, but ho docs feel small when ho 
Duds he has clipped one story twice within 
a few days and it appears twico in tbo 
same issue of his paper. 


Ono Avho reads a great many newspa- 


pers observes curious things tiboift them. 
Tho cxohnngo editor is the man who sees 
most of this, and ho could tell some inter- 
esting tales. On tho number of papers ho 
can "go through" depends his value to his 
employers. 


There is an old newspaper office joke, 


one that never fails to raise a laugh when 
told among newspaper mon, about u mer- 
chant who bought a newspaper property 
and set about conducting it on economical 
principles. After ho had been in posses- 
sion a few days he wont to his managing 
editor with tho suggestion that Jones bo 
discharged. 


"What for? He's ono of tho best mon 


on tho stuff," protested tbo managing 
editor. 


"He's fooling you," said tho newcomer. 


"I've been watching him for three days 
now, 
and I haven't seen him do a thing 
but read papers." 


The exchange editor has to have a good 


memory, AS well as good judgment. 
He 


must know what la fresh matter and what 
is likely to interest the great body of read- 
ers. But sometimes he forgets, und a good 
story will be printed in ono paper more 
than onco. 


Sometimes very odd stories go all over 


tho country, ono paper after another print- 
ing them without tho peculiarity ever be- 
ing discovered. Stories havo been knovru 
to travel for ten year*.

Ordinarily there was only dan- 
ger enough to give zest to Its prosecu- 
tion, while the rivalry between vessels 
and even between different Individuals 
of a crew had all the elements of sport. 


Each cove had its clipper that could 


outstrip others, at least Jn the opinion 
of its local champions, and each of the 
larger ports usually had several claim- 
ants to the honor of being the s\i if test 
of the fltet. The fame of the more not- 
ed of these spiead from end to end ol 
the coast. The names of swift fishing 
schooners 
became household words 


among the seafarers, and at many a 
fireside and grocery from Kastport to 
New London discussions of their re- 
spective merits divided attention with 
tales of big catches of flsh.

vessels and a reliance upon, the Indus 
try, 
and though the returns sometime; 


failed to meet expectations—for the sei 
hat vest Is an uncertain one at best-

As a Frenchman Sees Us. 


One moment you are tumbled through 


streets full of ruts and holes, the nejU 
moment you are ushered Into the seclu- 
sion of as luxuriously appointed a hotel 
as Is to be found in the wide world. In 
the morning you spend half an hour In 
a torture chamber, shot along- on an 
endless chain and filled with tumbling 
human belnss. 
In the evening you 


dine off gold plate and drink out of 
crystal vessels. As you walk up the 
streets you are accosted by a shivering, 
ragged, hollow cheeked mortal, who 
claims that he has no place to sleep and 
has had nothing to eat. In another mo- 
ment you are in a palace, and from 
scores of boxes women lean forth, with 
the price of thousands of good dinners 
on their arms, shoulders and in their 
hair. 


At several of the public balls, one of 


which I attended for an hour or ttvo, 
women appeared In costumes and be- 
haved in a manner that mode my youth- 
ful memories of the Mabille seem som- 
ber and saltless. So far as my own ex- 
perience goes, it has seemed to me that 
much of the immorality here among the 
upper classes Is rather mental than 
physical. The Intercourse between men 
and women is very free, or so It ap- 
peared to rne, but the worst feature of 
it Is the stoiles and slanders that they 
themselves circulate about one another. 
A certain unconscious hypocrisy is prev- 
alent among the people of all classes.— 
"America and Americans From a French 
Point of View."

And 
their mouths are so large, their noses so 
iiirned up, their lips so thick, their eyes so 
big and bloodshot, that they look like very 
ItMls, They are, in fact, so hideously ugly 
that the world has nothing to show more 
horrible. 


There are also liens that aro black and 


juite ditfercnt from ours. And their sheep 
iro all equally alike in color.—the body all 
tfhite and the head black. Kp other kind 
jf sheep is found there, you may rest as- 
sured. They ha\e also many giraffes. This 
is a beautiful creature, and I must give-' 
pou a description of it. Its body is short 
und somewhat sloped to tho letir, for its 
bind legs ure short while the foro logs and 
the neck are both very long, and thus its 
head stands about three paces from tho 
ground. The head is small, and the ani- 
mal is not ut all mischievous. Its color is 
all red and white in round spots, and it is 
really a beautiful object. 


Tho women of this island are tho ugliest 


in tho world, with their great mouths and 
big eyes and thick noses. Tho people live 
on rice and flesh and milk and dates, and 
the}' make wine of dates and of rice and of 
good fepict'S and sugar. There is u gi«it 
deal of trade, and many merchants and 
vessels go thither.—"Tho True Story of 
Marco Polo," by Noah Brooks, in St.

Thereupon Mr. Odpll reported to Secre- 
tary Dick, who laid all tho t'ncts In-fore 
Chairman Mark Haniiu. Mr. Odell's re- 
port caused great alarm onion*; the pi-c-M- 
deiit's close friends and advisers. 


"Mr. Odell made it pluiu that ho re- 


gaidcd tho plot us a mutter of the utmost 
seriousness and urged that cxticme pro- 
cautious be taken to keep tho president 
out of harru'b reach. Messrs. Dick and 
Elunun laid the whole matter before the 
president shortly before lie departed for 
Canton. They instructed Mi'. Odoll to 
continue his investigation and cautioned 
him to work with the utmost vciocy.

the \isitor wore no brass buttons or health 
department badgo. 


"Well, where do you get nil this stuff?" 
"Uigga build' ull around," roplii/d tho 


merchant, with a sweep of his baud. 


A glance at the piles of scmp paper on 


the floor supplemented this explanation to 
a wonderful extout. 
Thitro uwe letter- 


heads of well known law firms, crumpled 
aud torn legal document* and circulars 
and pamphlets without number. A few 
miles of ticker tape tangled up with the 
rest made up the moss which this thrifty 
merchant had collected iroin the "bigga 
bulla' all around," aud was now engaged 
in sorting vuth his several assistant,-!. 


The big piles ha\e to be guno o'\er al- 


most piece by piece before thej are caLiblo. 
The white letter paper is put in this Uts-ket, 
tho bi'own paper in that one. Here is a 
pile of trimmings from a book bindery, 
and over there is tho resting plavo of part 
of tho circulation of every novvpapcr in 
town. This lust named pile is «ii;iost 
worthless, for since the inanfacturo of 
news paper from wood pulp bus been per- 
fected old newspapers ha\e little or no 
valve. 


Some idea of tho size of this waste paper 


business may bo gathered irom the fr.ct 
that one of tho down town olfluo building*;, 
which 1ms no novvhpuper oilicc in it to swell 
UK output, has from 400 to 500 pounds of 
those scraps to dispose of each week. 
The 


dealer in City Hall place has no monopoly 
of tho tnide, bub does perhaps n little more 
than his shiiru. The janitors and agonts 
of buildings arc only too glad to dispose of 
tlieir w^ste paper in this businesslike und 
systematic way. 


It can hardly bo said that tho salu of 


wnsto paper is u source of revenue suffi- 
cient to oausobleepJu.s.sneBH among the own- 
ers of the big buildings, yet it inaktsa 
snail addition to the cnrning,s of tho jan- 
itor which is \ory acceptable. The insur- 
ance companies moreover, havo clituset; in 
their policies forbidding the accumulation 
of waste puper, and are very strict as to 
their enforcement. 


It is seldom that nn}thing of value is 


found in tho wuste paper. On» niiglit sup- 
pose that pans, kimus, or possibly money 
und checks, might bo picked out of the 
contents of hunO.j'ods of- bussino.ss men's 
wuste "busekts, but such is not tlio ease.— 
Now York Trlbtmo.

In the olden times to lm\o been 
called a'gent1 would have been provoca- 
tion for u, duel. 1 hope it will never obtain 
a permanent hold on our conversation. 


"The practice of abbreviating words is 


a relic oi" barbarism. It is a survival of 
tho days ct tho hieroglyphic, when men re- 
corded their Thoughts on stones and ne.c- 
cssiirily ccouomi/od space and liibor. It is 
a practice entirely unworthy of these 
times of fateel pe.ns>, typewriters antl pho- 
nographs. It is u practice as demoralizing 
to the individual as it is to the literature 
of tbe day, and should bo decried by every 
intelligent person.

Greeks Made It of Sheep's Milk, Jews 


Named a Valley For It—Memories Gall- 
ed Vp by Neufchatel, Oouda and Cainem- 
bert—The 1'oet'i Tribute to Cneeao. 


Next to the "staff of life" itself, choose 


holds the highest place in universal esteem 
as an article of food. To recall the old 
Cheshire "chestnut," wo all like cheese, 
our brothers all like cheese, and wo may 
be fairly certain that if we hod a number 
of additional brothers they would all like 
cheese too. 


Our remote ancestors seem to hava 


"liked cheese" as well as we do, for its 
manufacture is ono of tho oldest in the 
world. 


Roquefort is perhaps now the only im- 


portant kind made from the milk of sheep, 
but anciently it was not so. The \ery 
word butter itself seems to show that oow'B 
milk was not used for tho purpose by tbe 
ancient Greeks at all events, as it means 
literally ox ohceese. 


They seemed, to have made their cheese, 


as the Cyclops Polyphemus made his, of 
sheep's milk only. 


If it be true that only sheep's milk was 


used for cheesemuking in primitive times, 
then it is easy to explain why wo do not 
find it among those domestic arts of which 
the anuieut fiJgyptiaus hav« left us such 
abundant pictorial records, since wo know 
tJiat the Hyksos made'' shepherds an abom- 
ination to tho Egyptians." 


Chceseiauiking must at ono time havo 


been a very important industry among the 
Israelites, os one of the principal valleys 
in Jerusalem, that between Mounts Zion 
and Mortal), was known in the time of 
Joseph us as tho Tyropeon, or Cheesemak- 
ers' v alley. 


Nowadays cheese is almost entirely 


made from the milk of cows, about 100,- 
000 being employed in Cheshire alone. Tho 
Roquefort does not owe its great excellence 
to its ovine origin, but to tho splendid and 
natural cellarage—a labyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein it is matured. 
Their ventilation is so perfect that no 
deleterious "mold" or "must" can lodge 
there. 


At Mont d'Or, in France, a very good 


cheese is made of goats' milk. 


Koufohatel calls up memories of tho lake 


beneath tho pino clad Jura, with the profllo 
of MontBlano lying far away on tho south- 
ern horizon, like adrenmot ethereal sculp- 
ture. Parmesan speaks of farther wander- 
ings past that horizon into the land of song 
mid azure skies. 
Gruyero takos us «p 


among the glories of tho high Alps to tho 
border of the ice and snow, where wo listen 
to tho tinkle of the cowbells, the civcrla-stlng 
song of the cicadas, und tho occasional echo 
music of tbe unlive horn (e'quantco'tlmo, 
sl'v'plalt, in'eieu'l—bah! one wants to go 
borne again). 


Perhaps tho strong odor of cheese- may 


havo, according to well known physiolog- 
ical principles, a great deal to do with its 
power as u memory refresher. 
I can well 


reJiiembur my llrst introduction to that 
Uuriun of caseous delicacies, the "potlt 
Caiuombert." It brings no romantic- as- 
sociations beyond tho pretty face of tho 
damsol who served mo, but the sm—, the 
st—, well, tho perfume, now always sots 
bnforo me e\ ury stick of furniture in thu 
somewhat squalid room wherein 6ho intro- 
duction took place. 


So do I remember my first tasting of 


Gruyere, more than 80 yours ago, at tho 
Subweuorhot In Basic. 
But I didn't like 


it, and to this day I don't. 


Gotula clicoMJ recalls little of tho pictur- 


esque, «ivo to those who can find it In 
preen (hits dotted with magnified penny n 
box toys, and cows cm eloped in iJrub- 
dhifinugian llunncl waistcoats. But for 
mo it brings to mind u dmo in our own 
lake country, through the sleet of a \\ild 
winter night, and ut the end welcome nnd
